Halls. 

Sitting accomodation in the United King- 
dom, 360,000; abroad, estimated, -190,000 ; 
total, 750.000. We calculate that 1,500,000 
use these buildings at home, and 500,000 
abroad weekly,

The entire /profits of these papers, 
and the publications arid goods of The 
Army, go towards the support of the work 
t^o.ooq having been, received in this form 
last vear— a sum considerably more than 
sufficient to meet the entire expenses con- 
nected with the Headquarters.
